PRESIDENT URGES 
FEDERAL INCOMES 
BECOME TAXABLE 


Estimates That Revenue 
Would Increase About 
$300,000,000 


Wa.-hington. Jan. 19

income 
from 
all 
governm ent 
salaries 
and all fu tu re 
g o v ern ­ 
m ent 
securities subject 
to

general income tax

federal and sta te governm ents. 
Federal tax officials have esti­ 
m ated that federal revenue would 
increase, as a result, as much as > 
$390,000,000 annually. S tate gov­ 
ern m en ts also would benefit 
by 
large revenue increases from re ­ 
ciprocal au tho rity given them to 
tax federal salaries and bonds. 
In a special m essage Roosevelt 
also advised congress that recent 
su prem e court decisions had made 
som e 
state 
salaries 
and 
some 
sta te securities subject to taxes. 
He asked legislation to prevent 
the persons whose income woufh 
thu s be taxed retroactively from 
suffering inequalities. 
The A lternative 
“Unless 
the 
congress 
passes 
some legislation dealing wi t h this 
situation 
prior 
to 
March 
15,” 
R oosevelt said, 
“I 
am Inform ed 
by the se cretary of the tre a su ry 
that la* will be obliged to collect

litica l gesture. It is a rgued tha t when the 725 million dolla rs 
a re ex ha usted, congress will be rea dy to ma ke a deficiency 
a ppropria tion for the difference. 
If these suspicions a re borne out by ex perience, then 
the congress will not ha ve a pproa ched the rebel problem in 
a rea listic wa y . If the congress a ctua lly cuts the a ppropria ­ 
tion a nd mea ns it. then we a re getting somewhere. The idea 
is not to eva lua te dolla rs higher tha n huma n life. 
The con­ 
gress is fa ced with the necessity of working out a progra m <>! 
ca ring for the needy in a wa y consistent with preserva tion of 
the na tiona l credit. 
One suggestion is tha t the rolls be purged of those who 
a re receiving relief, hut ca n get a long without it. II will be 
a rgued a mong a rdent New Idea lists tha t there a rc no such 
people on the relief mils. There a re no such people, of 
course, in this community . Positively not. But in other com­ 
munities there a re. without doubt. If these people who ca n

Another proposa l is tha t relief be turned ba ck to the 
sta tes. Tha t would involve considera tion of those a rea s 
which, so they sa y , ca n not a fford to support their needy , 
a nd which now, through federa l intervention, a re ena ble to 
siphon money from more prosperous a rea s. 
Relief, a ccording to a n old conception, is a loca l prob­ 
lem a nd should be ha ndled loca lly . It might involve a mea ns 
test, it might involve proof of pa uperism, Perha ps a n a p­ 
plica nt for relief might he required to prove before lie could 
esta blish eligibility , tha t he ha d 
n o property tha t could ho 
sold to support himself as long a s possible. At a ny ra te, every 
a pplica nt for relief furnished loca lly cornea under persona l 
scrutiny of a poorma ster who, in turn, must conserve his 
fur !s a nd a ccount for his disbursements. Tha t is a somewha t 
d * f 1 picture, but a t the sa me time it would a ppea r tha t if 
a perion a ctua lly iR eligible for relief a nd ca n prove his ea se, 
he could get it from a loca l poorma ster a s rea dily a s from 
some more dista nt pla ce via congress, via VVPA a dm inistra -' 
tors. Such help would be in the form of a dole, perha ps 
but 
isn't a stra ight dole chea per tha n help through building pro­ 
jects? The other side of the picture is tha t a dole is demora l­ 
izing, while to work for money , even if it is “ ma de work,” 
helps a relief client to reta in his mora le. 
Evidence is seen in Wa shington of a sincere effort on 
the pa rt of congressmen to rea ch some solution to the unem­ 
ploy ment relief difficulty . These understa nd tha t under pres­ 
ent circumsta nces they must reduce ex penses, a nd a t the 
sa me time they must continue to spend. 
It would be a historic development if they were to decide 
tha t the best cure for unemploy ment misery is not doles a nd 
“ ma de work,” but a ca mpa ign by the government to rega in 
the confidence of business men, to relieve them of the a t­ 
ta cks by New Dea lers, a nd sta rt the wheels of industry turn­ 
ing so a s to provide legitima te work for the jobless.

Frida y , Ma rch 3, will be observed a s W'omen-on*J uries 
da y in Illinois, due to efforts of the Illinois committee for 
women on juries Va rious women's organizations a re to ta ke 
pa rt in a drive for wha t seems to be termed “ full citizen­ 
ship.” 
There is a mea sure of justice in the dema nd by women 
to be permitted to serve on juries. If people a re told they 
ca n t serve on juries, especia lly if tha t restriction is a ha ng­ 
over from the period in which the ba llot wa s denied, they 
a re likely to resent it. 
On the other ha nd, when we a re t o l d we must serve on 
juries, we a re a pt to find tha t service inconvenient, a l t ho u g h 
we a ccept the duty in a pa triotic wa y , just a s one serves m 
the a rmy . 
As to practical benefits to he derived by the state or 
justice in the abstract, due to women in juries, some skeptic­ 
ism is excusable. We remember the 
time when women were 
proclaiming that if they were given the rite to vote, politics 
would be cleaned up. We were given the impression that none 
but lily-white candidates would dare face an electorate that 
included woman a famous intuition. Since then, by am end­ 
ment to the constitution, women are permitted to*vote and 
politics still needs to be cleaned up. 
However, if women in genera! demand the right to sit 
In a jury box and digest complicated facts and statistics in 
civil eases, and squalid details in others, and If they put 
enough “ umph into then campaign to succeed, it is *to be 
doubted whether juries will be any more unpredictable than 
now.

Brussels sprouts were not men­

: ascribed to Belgium . Tender, fine- 


flavored 
sprouts 
are 
considered 


the most delicate of all the mem­ 
bers of the cabbage fam ily. 
Quotes Bulletin 
A recent bulletin issued by the 
New York state department of ag­ 
riculture 
and 
m arkets 
reminds 
that members of the cabbage fam ­ 
ily are among the best of all vege­ 
tables, for they add valuable m in­ 
erals and 
vitam ins to tlie 
diet. 
They are even helpful to those who 
watch their calories, for none of 
these vegetables, with the single 
exception 
of 
Brussels 
sprouts 
adds more than 100 calories pe1 
pound as purchased. And sprouts 
add only 200 calories. 
Although 
some of 
these 
cab­ 
bage forms have more vitam in C 
than others, all rate as excellent 
sources 
of 
this 
vitam in, 
which 
must be supplied daily because it 
cannot be stored in the body. A ll 
of the “ cousins” are rich in v ita ­ 
min A and in calcium and iron. 
The greener the leafy vegetable, 
the more vitam in A. calcium and 
iron it is likely to contain. 
The leaves of broccoli are one 
of 
the 
very 
richest 
vegetable 
sources of vatim nn A. The flow- 
eis 
are 
excellent 
and 
even 
its 
stems have more of this vitam in 
than most vegetables. This means 
that there is practically no waste 
in a fresh, clean bunch of broccoli 
that is not over-mature. Some of 
the heavier stems m ay be peeled 
with a sharp knife before cook- 
j ing. 
In buying broccoli, canny shop­ 


pers look not only for tender, firm 


stalks, but they also inspect th< 


buds 
in 
the 
clusters 
or 
heads. 


These 
buds should 
be 
compact, 


and should not have reached the 


stage of development at which the 


color of the flower is evident. The 


general color should

green, or purplish green, depend­

An occa- 
i sional open blossom does not in­ 
dicate over-maturity. 
Sprouts Kii*> to Judge 
It is fairly easy to judge the 
quality of Brussels sprouts. They 
should be hard or firm , compact 
and a bright green color. Often 
low-priced sprouts lok rather puf­ 
fy. 
These ate edible, but usually 
! quality and flavor are poor. Aged 
or stale sprouts w ill have telltale 
yellow leaves and a wilted look. 
B y all means avoid sprouts 
w ith 
I riddled leaves. 
Sprouts 
combine 
excellently 
with other vegetables, such as cel­ 
ery, and they aie delicious as a 
scalloped 
dish, 
in a rich 
cream 
sauce, 
covered 
w ith 
buttered 
crumbs. T ry them, too, with chest­ 
nuts and sample 
butter, or the 
French inspiration of seeded white 
grapes, which are added when the 
sprouts

almost 
tender. The 
grapes offset any strong flavor. 
The outstanding broccoli favor­ 
ite seems to be steamed and but­

reading to the committee. Hanes, 
himself 
a 
former 
W a ll 
street 
broker, said: 


“ Industry finds it difficult 
to 
compete with tax-exempt securi­ 
ties in attracting 
the capital of 
individuals 
in the higher income 
brackets, x x x 
“ W e are confronted today with 
a great surplus of capital which 
does not desire to take a chance 
and a distinct shortage 
of that 
which does venturesome capital is 
needed to Induce the Investment of 
cautious capital.” 


As Source Of investment 
Hanes, who was brought into 
tlu* administration about a year 
ago 
for 
his practical business 
knowledge and for his effort* to 
promote cooperation between tne 
government and business, asserted 
that tax exemptions of federal se­ 
curities sometimes give wealthy 
persons a source 
of 
investment 
yielding 
returns 
equivalent 
to 
more than 10 per cent, after add­ 
ing actual interest and tax sav­ 
ings. 
Private Industry, he said, can­ 
not hold out any such promise and 
therefore has difficulty attracting 
capital. 


Hanes 
estimated 
that 
federal 
income taxes would increase from 
$170,000,000 
to a maximum 
of 
$337,000,000 per year if all tax 
exemptions were ended. He said 
the treasury would gain an addi­ 
tional estimated $16,000,000 from 
taxing salaries of state and local 
government 
employes. 
These 
gains, he added, would he offset 
slightly 
by 
from $19 ,000,000 to 
$50,000,000 per year in increased 
Interest costs which might result 
from 
w ithdrawing 
tax exemp­ 
tions from future issues of securi­ 
ties.

Hanes also estimated that after 
fill present state and local gov­ 
ernmental securities were replaced

This, it is submitted, is no way 
to build up a defense policy foi a 
great nation in a world so full of 
dangers as this. 
W hat is needed is a complete 
survey of the whole problem of 
our national 
d e f e ns e , 
a complete 
stock-taking 
of 
thf new 
world 
situation and of the measures w<e 
must take for our security in the 
face thereof. 
W hat is needed, iri fact, is what 
this nation has never hud 
a co­ 
ordinated, 
well-rounded 
military 
policy , consistent with the foreign 
policy it is intended to implement. 
This military policy should em ­ 
brace all the necessary ingredients 
of our defenses by land, sen and 
air, including not only wen pons 
and men, hut bases and supply . 
W hat we require is a balanced 
defense; one in which the navy , 
complete in all its requirements 
including aviation, shall play the 
principal part. It should have the 
necessary bases to give it 
full 
freedom of action, while the arm y 
should be sufficient in strength 
and equipment 
to mnke

bases secure and to provide a re­ 
serve of offensive and defensive
